Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 20, 68, and 72. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
incorrect reference to a figure. On page 10 of the specification, line 13 
references figure 10. The examiner believes that the description following this 
reference is intended to be directed at figure 8.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 10 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by International Application Publication WO 97/37595 Pedlick. 

In response to claims 10 and 13-15 Pedlick discloses the same invention 
being an implant comprising a blunt proximal end (4), a tapered distal end (2 and 
3) adapted to receive a suture, a transverse eye (5), and a cylindrical shaft 
shown in figures 1 , 2, and 5 of Pedlick. Pedlick also discloses that the distal end 
comprises channels formed on the opposite sides of the implant shown as the 
curved indentations around eye (5) in figure 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable 
over Pedlick in view of United States Patent 6,045,554 Grooms et al. 

Pedlick discloses the invention substantially as claimed being an implant 
described above. However, Pedlick does not disclose that the implant is made of 
allograft or a synthetic bone material. 
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Grooms teaches the use of an implant made of allograft or synthetic bone 
material (2:9-22) in the same field of endeavor for the purpose of providing an 
implant that is capable of fusing with the bone it is implanted into. 

it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to combine the allograft or synthetic bone materials 
taught by Grooms with the implant of Pedlick in order to provide an implant that 
has strength comparable to a metallic version, and has the advantage of leaving 
no residual hardware while contributing to bone stock.
